Something To Work On! 

In an address before the Huan Relations Council of 
the Los Angeles Area Ohamber of Commerce recently, Sup- 
ei^dsor Pete Schabanum stressed the immediate need for 
reform of current Workers’ Compensation laws. 

Schabarum called the Workers’ Compensation Program 
“obscene” in that the County has incurred cases totaling 
248 million dollars. 

“I am here seking your support for the County’s leg¬ 
islative proposals to modify the Workers’ Compensation 
statutes. This program not only costs you excessively as 
a taxpayer, but also as an employer.” 

Schabarum said that the number of cases filed by 
County employees has idoubled in recent years, and the 
number of those which are considered disability cases 
has tripled. 

“In the 1977-78 fiscal year alone,” he said, “our in¬ 
curred losses totaled 49 million dollars with. 40 per cent 
of those defined as disabling Injuries.” 

Schabarum said that the claims against the County 
are running at a rate of 15 thousand new cases a year, 
and the total number of open and con:lnuing disability 
commitments .stands at 12 thousand past and present 
employees. 

“In our present legislative proposals,” said Schabarum, 
“we would like to see change in four general areas. The 
first change is the current mandate that the courts con¬ 
strue the law liberally with I'he purpose of extending 
benefits to injured employee.s. We would like to change 
the liberal construction of the law to read “what is fair 
and equitable.’ The next three changes include, certain 
I>arameters on cumulative trauma cases, the apportion¬ 
ment of benefits should be permitted, and the presump¬ 
tion .sections of the law deleted.” 

As an example of the liberal construction of the law 
Schabarum cited a case where the County has been 
ordered to j>ay what could amount to 45 thousand dol¬ 
lars to a county employee who claims she was beaten 
up in the home of a social service recipient, and as a 
result .she suffered an industrial Injury including psychia¬ 
tric problems. 

•The judge in this ca.se.” said Schabarum, “ignoied 
the recipien.’s testimony that at the time of the alleged 
beating, he was recovering from a hip oijeration, con¬ 
fined to crutches, and much too di.ssabi^ to have a phy¬ 
sical confrontation with anyone. 

‘The recipient aLso testified that the County case 
worker had consumed six or seven ounces of whiskey 
in a very short period of time while in his home ajid that 
she had fallen several times w'hile she was there. 

‘The judge also ignored the testimony of two police 
officers woh found the empliyee laying uncon.stdous in 
the street by her car with a strung odor of alcohol on 
her breath. 

"In court she testified that ‘she assumed’ she was 
t>e;iten because she awoke in the hospital, but had no 
direct recollec.ion of the berating. 

“The County has a horror file of cases as prepos¬ 
terous as this one," .said Schabarum. 

Schabarum told the assembled committee members 
of a person who was awarded maximum bcanefits because 
of an injury received while serving on jury duly. 

The Judge awarded her a maximum payment because 
she convinced him that she had inteuided to seek work 
after her jury duty was completed and felt she crould 
have obtained employment as a parochial school teacher. 
He made his philanthropic award in spite of the fact 
that the juror was 57 years old, had no college degree, 
no specialized training and had worked only four montln 
in .he eight years prior to .serving on the jury, and had 
only earned a total of $1,300 in that eight year i>eriod. 

Concluding his remarks, Scdiabarum said that it was 
iK)t his intent to remove any of the basic principals of 
Workers’ Comi>en.salion or to deny any employee his 
rights, 

“I see .no justice in a juilcial system that requires 
a con-sistent dcK-ision in favor of a particular group. No.- 
can I resist the observation that all work involves some 
•sor. of streivs and strain, if it didn’t, it wouldn’t ’oe work 
It would be- play.”

The News has been repeat¬ 
edly asked these questions 
this weeK: (1) What did .all 
the firefighting last week do 
to our water supply? and (2) 
How did our tire apparatus 
liold up? Councilman Harold

partment superintendent — 
We have been able to lace 
an emergency with no re¬ 
duction in normal water 
levels. The supply due us 
from Raymond Basin has not 
been diminished. It is al¬ 
most miraculous that wc 
were able to supply so much 
water (about 350,000 gal¬ 
lons) OVER our usual re¬ 
quirements. Certainly it can 
be partly attributed to vol 
■urLtary consumer coopera¬ 
tion. Heaviest day of pump¬ 
ing for Sierra Madre was 
Dec. 18, an all-inclusive to¬ 
tal of 310,260 gallons pump¬ 
ed. Fire Chief Jim Heasley— 
Two of our three trucks were 
i.n almost constant use. The 
third, a 1921 American La 
France, 750 ■ gallon triple 
combination, wasn’t used 
b^Jt was stripped of needed 
liose and equipment. The 
newer of the other two, a 
1945 American La Franco 
'i50-gallQn per minute pump¬ 
er combined with hose and 
loader, did a good Job and is 
r<’ady for action c'cept for a 
few leaks and minor repairs 
needed. The other piece, a 
1941 Chevrolet stake truck, 
is in the “hospital” now for 
a new engine and overhaul 
but it was In there working. 
It is a truck converted Into 
a tanker with a 5()0-gallon 
tank and skid unit pumper 
capable of carrying 1000 feet 
of hose (which we don’t have 
for it!) equipped to pump 
from the tanker. We will 
need a lot of hose replaced. 
We lost about 10 lengths 
(about 500 ft.) under pres 
sure. The boys in the depart¬ 
ment have their eyes on a 
rveeded new triple combina¬ 
tion . . . but who knows?

“Nature Notes”

The night sky was raven- 
black, blown free of clouds. 
Not even the slightest whis- 
piness lingered. The air took 
on a deep chill that made 
me remember the wool jac¬ 
ket hanging in the hall 
cloest. One’s breath became 
visible as translucent mist, 
momentarily suspended . . . 
then being dissolved and ab¬ 
sorbed by the cold night. 

With the passing of the 
rain, the oncoming cold front 
dressed the atmosphere with 
icy spangles, as the stars 
that spread across tho 
night’s sky were distinctly 
focused points of glistening 
light. 

My high vantage point af¬ 
forded me an unsurpassed 
view. A stretch of valley — 
sharply lighted bel o w — 
looked like hundr e d s of 
.strands of shimmering se- 
auins. Above me were dis¬ 
played the constellations of 
the northern, eastern, and 
southern skies. Everything, 
EVERYTHING, was clear, 
.sh.arp-edged, distinct! 

Rising majestically from 
Ihe southeast was the con¬ 
stellation Orion (pronounced 
O’Ryan). Its boxy shape 
stood boldly against the 
black sky. Mythologically, 
Orion was deemed a mighty 
hunter. So, In his right hand 
is a club; a lion skin is 
firmly clutched by his left 
hand. Girdling his middle is 
a three - starred belt, to 
which is affixed a menacing 
sword. So say the ancient 
stories! In a more contem-

porary view. Orion is still 
impressive, and is undoubt¬ 
edly my favorite consrella- 
tion. because of its massive 
size ... as far as constel¬ 
lations go . . . and because 
of its two brightest stars, 
Rigel and Betelgeuse. 

However, the one thing 
tliat inspires . . . mystifies 
. . . me most is that men¬ 
acing sword that dangles 
from Orion’s star-studded 
belt, for in that sword is a 
faint blur of light. But even 
binoculars won’t reveal its 
secrets. For that, a powerful 
lelescope is needed. It is 
then that the Indistinct blob 
of ligh reveals the great 
Horsehead Nebula ... a 
glint mass of dust in the 
shape of a rearing horse’s 
head silhouetted dramatical¬ 
ly from, behind by gasses il¬ 
luminated by nearby stars. 
(You must see a picture of 
it in an astronomy book to 
fully appreciate it, for It Is 
nearly impossible for us to 
view first-hand.) On nights 
like these I always enjoy 
seeing Orion . . . mighty 
hunter rising majestically, 
its boxy shape standing 
boldly against the black sky!
